THIS year is without doubt 
the most portentous in- the 
history of Christendom. To be-

- Statement: 


re Sie resolution: for” the 
‘Goverhment monopoly: of ‘rice im- 
ports and exports, the ‘Colonial 
Secretary -sald to “the Lenislativo 
Council this afternoon. .~ 

Honournble* Members will” doubt- 
Jess havo observed in the local press 
on Sunday, ond. Monday of this week 
an. official statement, in anticipation 
ofthe motion which I am about to 
‘propose, which followed the receipt 
of a telegram from the Sceretary: 
of State signifying. his approval of 
the scheme in questlon. 

The provision.of an adequate stock. 
of rice, not only for reserves against 
n possible emergency, .but slso for 
‘tha dally requirements of the popula- 
tion at reasonable rates, has been 
the constant concern of the Govern- 
‘ment’ almost’ since” the: outbreak "of 
war in September, 1939. 

The agreement’ under which war 
stocks were maintained !n the terms 
of ‘the Essential Commoditics Ordin- 
‘ance of 1939 will expire at the end 
of the month and there Is no need to 
consider an extension of thot agree- 
ment as . adequate -supplementary 
stocks are now held In reserve on 
Government account. But the rice 
situation as a’ whole has in recent 
months become increasingly dificult 
partly because of the uncertainty of 
imports from the normal countrics 
of supply, Indo-China and Thailand, 
and partly owing to’ the great 
diMculty of effectively controlling 
the prices of various grades of rice 
by meons of Government Regulations. 
There will continue to be dificultics, 
especially as tonnage becomes more 
und more scarce, but it is confidently 
hoped that the action which Is now 
proposed, will go far to’ improve 
sxisting “conditions, ; 

Exports To Shanghai 

I should: perhaps explain that ns 

regards re-oxport of rice, surplua to 
our own requirements, for the Inter- 
national Settlement at Shanghai,‘ we 
are proposing to take special action 
to assist our fricnds in that port and 
that, flowing a flying visit pald-last 
month by our energetic Rice Control- 
ler, Mr F, C. Barry, adequate arran e~ 
ments‘to this end, which should 
materially help. ‘the soaring. price 
problem in both ports, have becn 
made with the Municlpal Council of 
that Settiement. 
_ As regards the financial commit- 
ments of the scheme, which are prob. 
ably almost as greatly the concern of 
this Council as the provision of 
reasonably cheap rice for the Chinese 
cq) qmamunity, I would say that unless 
the world price of*this commodity 
suddenly falls violently, there is no 
reason why the monopoly should not 
be ultimately self-supporting. There 
must however be ediate out. 
goings for purchases of rice, and it ts 
proposed to use for these the surpius 
balances of the Colony up to, say, 
five million dollars, ‘Beyond that 
flgure the Hong Kong and Shonghai 
Bank has with Its customary public 
spirit consented to give its financial 
assistance. “I should perhaps add 
that, for accounting. purposes 
interest. at the Bank's rate will 
equally apply in the case 
the sums advanced from surplus 
balances, 

The wording of the second paras 
graph of the motion is purposely 
wide, but it is the present intention 
of the Government to control the 


-re-export-of-all-imported-rice-to-all- 


destinations, The comparatively 
small amount of rice produced locally 
will not, at least to begin with, be 
included’ In the scheme. 

As the opening words of the mo- 
tion indicate, this is pre-eminently a 
war measure and there is no inten+ 
tlon. of interfering perpetually in 
this primary trade of ‘the Colony's 
merchants. No terminal date has 
been put in the motion which I pro- 
pose, because it ‘seems probable that 
the system will have to be continued 
for at least some time after the form- 
al declaration of peace. No one ex~ 
pects world trading conditions to be 
suddenly restored when’ that day 
arrives, but I am authorized to say 
that-a return to normal trade will 
be sought at the earliest moment that 
such a course appears to be safe. . 


Tax On Toilet 
Preparations 


In the Legislative Council 
afternoon, the’ Hon. Financial 
Secretary moved a resolution to 
include toilet preparations which are 
used only for medicinal purposes In 
tho tollet articles which are now 
taxable, 

He said that a similar tax was in 
operation in England, and, the effect 
of excluding: these articles would be 
to raise endless questions og to which 
preparations are used for medicinal 
burposes only and so Increage - the 
cost of collection of the duty,

Ag Honourable Members are aware 
this matter has been under discus- 
sion for some time.

October 9, 1940, and financial pro- 
vision was included in.the Budget 
for 1941-42. A decision was reached 
on March’ 20, 1041, and it was ane 
nounced. that collection by .the Sanit-. 
ary Department would begin on May 
1, 1941, 

Every effort wus made by. the 
Chairman of the Urbun Council to in- 
duce persons employed on‘ nightsoll 
collection to apply for employment 
under the Government and they were 


given until April.23 to do so, ‘By that |’ 


date It had become evident that the 
majority of these would. not come 
forward and it then became necessary 
to recrult others to take their ptace. 

Since the beginning of this month 
demonstrations have taken place and 
representatives of persons formerly 
engaged in nightsoll collection have 
been . interviewed by» Government 
oficinls, The object of these repre- 
sentations hasbeen. to obtain a post- 
ponement of the inauguration of the 
new ‘system for a considerable period, 
it being asserted at the same time 
that the demonstrators have no desire 
to obtain employment under the 
Government Scheme, 

Reversion Impossible 


Departmental collection of nightsoll, 


has been undertaken os a measure of 
public health with the support of the 
Urban Council and of the Govern- 
ment's.advisers on health matters and 
a reversion to the former system, or 
lack of system, fs now out of the 
question; it is felt therefore that no 
useful purpose can be served by 
further representations: ‘on — these 
Nnes, The attitude of the Govern- 
ment lias been clearly stated and no 
eversal of general ‘policy will be 
considered, .Nor can any claim to 
compensation for the loss of a privi- 
lege which hus no Jegal foundation 
be considered; cases of individual 
hardship if brought to the notice of 


the proper authorities will however, 


receive sympathetic attention. The 
‘full quota of collectors hns now been 
engaged but applications from per- 
sons formerly engaged in the trade 
will still be given priority for con- 
sideration as vacanicies occur; and for 
any who many become destitute main- 
tenance in’ Government camps fs 
available os well os assistance for 
those. who “e to return to the 


country, 


Squatters ‘Huts 
Blaze ‘Queries 


The following questions were asked 
in the Legislative Council this after- 
noen by the Hon. Mr -M, kK. Lo; 

) 
statement_on_the_recent_fire_of_tha 
squatters’ huts at Tal Hang; and in 
particular: 

(a) What notice was given to the 
squatters before the huts, were de- 
stroyced? 

(bo) By whom, on whose ‘authority 
and under what ‘powers the huts 
were set on Orc? 

(c) Were only the huts destroyed 
or..were personal belongings of the 
squatters also destroyed? 

(d) What = arrangements have 
been mado for the accommodation of 
the squatters whose huts were des- 


troycd? 
The Replies 

The following replies were given 
by the Hon. Director of Public Works: 

(1) Verbal warnings were given on 
several cccasions by a Land Bailiff 
of the Crown Lands Office that huts 
would be demolished if the owners 
did not do so themselves, and the 
‘elder of the squatters’ was 80 in- 
formed, 

(2) The demolition was carried out 
by a Land Bailiff of the Public Works 
Department with the co-operation of 
a representative ,of the Medical 
Department. Both these officers hold 
warrants under regulation 37 (1) of 
the regulations. made under Ordin- 
ance No, 5 of 1922 (Emorgency Re- 
gulations).-to take possession -of, 
demolish’ ond remove ony structure 
erected without Jawful authority. on 
unleased Crown Land. 

No huts were set on fire. The huts 
were dismantled and. the poles and 
timber collected and taken away by 
lorries to a Government dump at 
Wanchai: the ‘matting and palm 
lenVes were destroyed by fire tol: 
brevent -re-erection, This practice 
has ‘been in force for many years, 
otherwise sheds are re-erected os 
soon as the .demolition party has 
Teft'the area... 

(3) Only huts were ‘destroyed ond 
cach ‘inhabitant was'-givyen ample 
warning to remove hia or Ber per- 
sonal belongings, 

(4) Squatters had previously been 
offered accommodation: and. food at 
Pat. Heung Camp. by Honourable 
Director .of Medical: Services. who 
states however, that only, 66 pergona 
availed themselves of this. offer. 
Persons who wero’ sick ond willing 
to'go to hospital were removed there 
by ambulance. "In other cases, where 
the occupants’ wero sick but refused 
to. go to hospital or were too old: to 
avict, the hut was not demolished. -
